Upon tSm island are three hula built of 
logs and nmd, and these huta artf crowd- 
ed with 35 to 40 people. They were vis- 
ited by the cre\v of a fishing smack 
which was obliged to seek shelter from 
the etoim behind tho island. The story 
as told by one of the crew here shows 
that unless help arrives to these people 
soon they \\ill starve to death. When 
the smack was seen neiring the islands, 
the half starved people rushed down to 
the beach and set up a howl of joy. They 
were barefooted for the most part and 
poorly clothed at the best. Some of the 
women were almost nude, and several 
children have died from exposure and 
want of proper food. The huts are said 
to be in a filthy condition and afford but 
scant shelter from the bitter cold. 


The smack had but little food on 


board, having made a poor haul of fish. 
The crew gave the islanders such food as 
they could spare and almost robbed 
themselves of clothing to assist the ill 
clothed beings. The men on the island 
say that they were not able to obtain 
enough fish this fall to provide them- 
selves with supplies for the winter, and 
when the storms prevented their setting 
their nets they were left without food. 


The coast at this point is thinly set- 


tled with fishermen, who are reported to 
be in almost ns bad a condition as the 
islanders. Yarmouth, Bear and Basket 
islanders are said to be as badly off as 
the Malaga islanders.—Portland Cor.

In the House the Senate bill to ex- 


tend the time allowed the Umatilla Ir- 
rigation Company for the completion 
ot its canal acro&s the Umatilla Indian 
Reservation was passed. 


The Hawaiian debate was resumed, 


Outhwaite taking the floor in support 
of the McCreary resolution. He took 
the position that Stevens, in ordering 
the troops ashore at the time of the 
revolution, had been guilty of an act 
of war; that in betraying the govern- 
ment to which he had been accredited, 
he bad been guilty of an act of treach- 
jry, and that in scheming with the 
bugar interests to overthrow the weak 
monarchy with a view to annexation 
he had been guilty of cowardice. He 
analyzed the events of the revolution 
itself to show that Stevens' zeal in be- 
half of the attempt to rush the Hawaiian 
[alands into the United States, he said, 
was marked by false heroism at Hono- 
lulu aud mock patriotism at Washing- 
ton. Outhwaite challenged the pro- 
duction of a single scintilla of evi- 
dence to prove that Cleveland's inaug- 
uration of the policy which had for its 
purpose the righting of a national 
wrong hud ever contemplated the use 
of force. 


"When Cleveland was inaugurated," 


said he, "an extraordinary condition 
of affairs with r^tpreuce to Hawaii ex- 
i&ted. 
A treaty of annexation had 


been negotiated and sent to the Senate. 
The tre.ity was based upon the report 
of (Secretary Foster. 
It was Cleve- 


land's right and duty to investigate 
that report, already questioned. All 
considerations of national honor de- 
manded that he exercise that right and 
discharge hia duty. The main question 
before the House was whether the evi- 
dence furnished 
demonstrated the 


falsity of that report. If it ware false, 
and the fact could be made to appear 
that the revolution was accomplished 
by a lawless act of our Minister, then 
the negotiations of that treaty was an 
inexcusable blunder, and Stevens' 
action was a crime against the United 
Stated. 


"All 
the evidence," he went OD, 


"showed that Secretary Foster's report 
was erroneous and unreliable; that 
Steveno was a revolutionist and a con- 
spirator, and that the landing of the 
troops to protect American life and 
property was a mere pretext and a dis- 
guise to make possible the success of 
the projected usurpation. Long after 
the defaniers of the President shall 
have been forgotten the courage, pat- 
riotism and devotion of the Democratic 
Administration will stand as a monu- 
ment to the honor of the United States 
and enlightened justice of the world."

Some Interesting Kactw Concerning It. 


The following concerning the State 


University was sfceured by tbe Vir- 
ginia Chronicle in un interview with 
Regent C. E. Mack: 


The first meeting of the University 


Regents, since tbe Board has been re- 
duced to three members, i. e., Mack, 


i Fish and Haynes, took place on the 1st 


j of February. Tins Board formerly ccn- 
| sisted of the?e gentlemen and the Gov- 
ernor and Attorney General as well. 


From the President's annual report 


the following facts concerning the 
financial condition of tbe University 
are taken: The Legislative appropria- 
tion for the University 
Contingent 


Fund for 1893-94 was $25,000. Of this 
sum $16,945 was expended during 1893, 
leaving $8,055 for 1894 
The State Min- 


ing laboratory Fund appropriation for 
the two years was $6,000 of which $'2,- 
867 47 »vaa expended, leaving a balance 
of $3,132 53. The United States Gov- 


! ernmeut approprialion to the Agricul- 


j tural College Fund fro-n July 1893 to 
July 1894 was $19,000, of which $11,993.- 
46 wad expended in 1893, leaving a bal- 
ance of $7,0'J1 54. The Fe'deral appropri- 
ation to the Experiment Station Fund 
from July 1893 to July 1894 was $7,500, 
all of wmeh was paid out in 1893 but 
$410 
44. The appropriation calls for 


$7,500 more 
payable in July 1894. 


About $50,000 was expended on the 
University ami its auxiliary institu- 
tions during 1893, which was quite a 
neat sum to be added to the circulat- 
ing iredium of the Riverside town. 


There are thirty-eight school weeks 


in this year. The midsummer vaca- 
tion will begin June 7th and end Sep- 
tember 1st. 


The application for the erection of a 


smelter at the University was put in to 
the Board, and Regent Fish was ap- 
pointed a committee of one to raise 
funds by subscription for the purpose. 


The present dormitory at the Univer- 


sity is little more than a barracks and 
of little use for the purpose intended, 
and the Board has decided upon erect- 
ing a new one. 


The Midwinter Fair Commissioners 


have intimated that they will turn over 
the Nevada Fair building to the Uoi- 
virsity at the conclusion of the Fair, 
and it will probably be brought to the 
University grounds and converted into 
a drill hal!, gymnasium and dormitory. 


The Board is taking steps toward 


cutting down expenses and putting the 
University in a better condition every 
way than it ever bas been in hereto- 
fore. 


Lieutenant Neall, military instruc- 


tor, joins his regiment in June. Lieu- 
tenants Hahn and Stojkle, of the 
Presidio and the Tenth Cavalry res- 
pectively, have applied for the place, 
which commands a good s ilary. The 
last gentleman has received an appoint- 
ment since his application went in. 


TLe University is at present in need 


of a teacher in elocution, which will be 
supplied as soon as possible. 


Mr. Mack says the members of the 


Board of Regents are taking an active 
interest in the University, and expct to 
make many improvements and benefic- 
ial changes in it during their 1erm of 
office. The University is a very valu- 
able educational institution, and they 
intend to increase its usefulness all 
they can and make it an honor to the 
State. 


WHITIfi Cl,0trr> MINKS. 


Forty-five Men at Woik— The Smolter to 


Start up in a few l»u\ft. 


A correspondent of the Siher State 


who recently visited the White Cloud 
copper mines writes: 


"As I entered the canyon I found the 


best wagon road I have ever seen in the 
State from the smelter to the ore house 
of the company. This road cost $15,000 
And is only one and a half miles long. 
It has a grade of about fifteen inches to 
the rod. The first mine I entered was 
the Rock Cabin. There I found sev- 
eral men working ^n a new tramway to 
carry the ore from the mine to the 
Wagon road. The distance is about 
one-quarter of a mile and there are 
two cars; the loaded car pulls the 
empty car up. At this mine I found 
feveral hundred tons of ore on the 
dump and as much more in sight in 
the miiie. I went from there to the 
Chloride mine. There I met Mr. Camp- 
bell, the foreman of the mines. Mr. 
Campbell is an old Humboldter and an 
experienced miner. At this mine I 
found plenty of ore in sight. This 
mine 1 as a bucket tramway to carry 
the ore to the wagon road. The dis- 
tance is about 
three-quarters of a 


mile. The ore houses and chutes for 
loading wagons are in first class shape. 


" I met Superintendent Fitzgerald at 


his office. He is a gentleman of many 
years experience in mining and smelt- 
ing. He informed me that there were 
forty-five miners working in the mines, 
also that he had just let a contract to 
a Lovelock party for the delivery of 
thirty tons of ore daily from the tram- 
way to the smelter, which will start up 
in a few days. He also informed me 
thdt he had let a contract to a Still- 
water party to haul coke from Love- 
locL to the smelter and matte of cop- 
per back to Lovelock with two sixteen 
mule teams."

TRICOLOR /'-NO COCKADE. 


Origin pf t!i« Historic Bed, WfeiUs and 


Uluf Colors of Franc*. 


Some 70 or 80 years before France 


was involved mike flames of the revo- 
lution — that ia, at the epoch of the war 
of tho succession, when she was in 
close alliance with Spain and Bavaria 
— it was thought desirable to distin- 
guish tbo allied soldiers by a cockade, 
which combined the colors of the three 
nations — the white of "Wance, the red 
of Bpain, and the blue of Bavaria. 


To none of such incidents, however, 


would it be wise to attribute the origin 
ef tho historic tricolor and cockade 
nclopted by revolutionary France. 
At 


the outset there seemed a likelihood 
that green, which Camille Desmouline 
had popularized at tbe Palais Royal, 
would have become tbo national color, 
but men remembered in time that it 
was that of the livery of the Comte 
d'Artois, the most unpopular of tho 
Bourbon princes, and it was thereupon 
discarded. 


A proposition was then made to as- 


sume tlie colors of the city of Paris — 
blno and rod, as Dumas reminds us in 
hia "Six Ans Aprcs." To these ' was 
added the whSto of so many glorious 
memories, because it had been selected 
by the national guard — always faithful 
to the throne and its traditions. 


Not until some months after the cap- 


ture of the Bastillo was the tricolor 
definitely adopted when Bailiy and La- 
favette presented it to Louis XVI in tbe 
great hall of the Hotel de Ville, and the 
convention issued a decree in which it 
was described as consisting of three 
colors — "disposee9 en trois bandes 
egales, de maniere que le bleu soit at- 
tache a la garde du pavilion, le blanc 
au milieu, et le rouge flottant dans lea 
ajra" — that is, in equal vertical sec- 
tions, with the blue inward, the red 
outward and the white between. 


This is the historic flag which Na- 


poleon's legions, in conjunction with 
tufir eagles, bore victoriously from the 
Seine to the Elbe, tbe Tagus, the Boro- 
dino and the Danube, which they plant- 
ed victoriously on the walls of almost 
every European capital, — All the Year 
Round.
